I beg to refer to the report of the 
Assistant Indian Commissioner dated August 30th in 
regard to his inspection of the Stikine Indian Agency. 
On page ten (10) he refers to School Affairs at Tele=- 
eraph Creek. This portion of the report was sent to 
the Provincial Department of Hducation which points 
out that that Department provides free of cost to rural 
districts all pupils' desks that are required in any 
of the rural schools of the Province, and that all 
that is necessary is for the School Board to apply to 
the Education Department giving the actual number of 
desks of each size (small, medium or large) that are 
needed at the school. The district itself is expected 
to provide all other necessary equipment and supplies 
for the teacher, As @ large number of Indian children 
are in attendance at Telegraph Creek the Superintendent 
of Education considers it to be in order for the 
Department of Indian Affairs to make a small yearly 
érant of say $25.00 to $30.00 for school supplies and 
maintenance. 


I have sent instructions to Agent Reed 
to take the matter of the school desks up with the 
School Board at Telegraph Creek with a view to their 
making requisition for necessary school desks. 


With regard to other equipment and 
maintenance, I would recommend that this Department 
provide a grant as indicated by the Superintendent of 
Education, The same could be expended when necessary 
by arrangement between the Indian Agent, the local 
Trustees and Board of Education.

In reply thereto I beg to say that during 
the visit of the Assistant Commissioner to Telegraph Creek 
he was informed that there were 19 Indian children enrolled 
and on referring to these in my communication of September 
15th as being a large number, this was intended to be com- 
parative as the institution is but a small rural school. 

In view of the fact that the Department is already provid- 
ing classroom supplies to the extent of about 320.00 per 
year, I beg to say it is thought that if the srant referred 
to in my previous letter is to be made the amount therein 
should be inclusive of the $20.00 referred to by the Depart- 
ment. I would suggest that the grant be made elastic as

that Mr. J. T. Ross, teacher at Ucluelet Indian Day School 
on the Pacific Coast has tendered his resignation. We had a 
similar notice from Mr. Ross. 

At the meeting of our Board of some Missions held 
last week, there was before us a request from the Presbytery 
of Victoria, reconmending"that Rev. J. T. Ross be appointed 
missionary at Barkley Sound". We agreed to the appointment 
of Mr. Ross as missionary. He will now give all his time to 
this work. He has peen provided with a motor boat and will 
ao the work of mis ionary on the Sound. 

This leaves the day school at Ucluelet without a 
teacher. I have taken this matter up with our Home Mission 
Convener for the Presbytery and with our District Superintendent, 
Dr. Wilson. They assure me that it would be quite impossible for 
them to secure 4 teacher for $400. You will remember that I 
wrote you January 2th in regard to this. You replied January 
14th, that the Department is unable to allow more than $400. 


As the arrangement has been previously, our Board gave Mr. Ross 
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Mr. J. D. McLean. April 8/18. 


$500 and the Department gave him $400, makine a salary of $900. 
Now that Mr. Ross is to give all his tine to missionary work, I 
presume it will be necessary to employ a teacher who will give 
all her time to teaching.

not find a suitable teacher, By that he means Somebody 
that will do missionary work as well, So far as teachers 
are concerned it is notorious - there is a large surplue 
available. I could name one or two in Alberni, 

My friend seems to think that your Department 
gives a grant of around $1000. a year but if I recollect 
right it is only $75.00 a quarter ~ is it not? At the 
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same time if the Union Church undertakes to keep 
a teacher there they ought to do so irrespective 
of his or her qualifications as a missionary. 

I am told that there are nearly thirty 
children available.

On making the customary Reserve patrol 
when in Ucluelet and investigating certain reports that had 
been given by Indians, according to your instructions I inves~ 
tigated the reported religious activities at the Ucluelet Indian 
Chureh on the Itatsoo 7 1 Reserve. 


On Suhday 26th. February, 1933. at 10,P.M- 
tT arrived at the Ucluelet Indian Church on the Itatsoo Reserve. 
There I found the Indians and litss Ryckman together with a Mrs. 
Moore(a sister of Miss Ryckman, the teacher and missionary9, 
engaged in @ strange religious practice. These practices seemed 
to consist of working the Indians up to a frenzy and then they 
would all chant and some of the Indians would come up to the 
front of the Church and face the wall and after some time had 
elapsed they would start to break into an unintelligible gibber= 
ish, this gibberish was neither English, Chinnook or the Indian 
language. I watched for some time and then the Indians started 
to leave the front of the Church, then noticed that there were 
several prostrate on the floor and that there was, what appeared 
to be a sheet, or some white cloth fastened up to the wall and 
that the Indians had been facing this. During the time I was there 
[ heard no religious instruction of any kind, but songs were 
chanted and religious ejaculations were heard thoughout the crowd. 
Mrs. Moore was at all times at the front of the church and was 
passing t ugh the Indians and inciting them in these demonstr- 
ations, Miss Ryckman was at the rear of the church, holding 
her hands over her head and chanting. I left the vicinity of 
the church shortly after the closing of the services at 11.45, 
Peme and proceeded to the M. S. Duncan Scott where I made my 
verbal report to you. 


I have enquired from some of the most reli- 
able Indians re these services and they all report that it is the 
practice to hold them very late at night and that they are held

In view of these reports, it is considered that 
a change in teaching service should be made at this 
school for the coming academic year and Miss Ryckman 
notified that her services will not be required after 
the 30th of June, next.

Though I have not the official file with me 
I believe that Mr. Noble was only given a temporary 
appointment as teacher of the Ucluelet Indian Day 
School. It is quite obvious that he is not a success 
at that school, and I would recommend that he be not 
employed as a teacher of an Indian day school after the 
end of the nresent academic year. 


The progress of the children at Ucluelet this 
year has been most unsatisfactory. It is very difficult 
for me to believe that Mr. Noble has in fact taught the 
pupils anything of a worth while nature. 


Ma jor MacKay's comments on the above; 


I bee to forward herewith Inspector Barry's 
report on the Ucluelet Indian Day School which was 
inspected on March 20th, 


It will be observed that Inspector Barry 
found the progress of the children at the Ucluelet 
School most unsatisfactory. 


I may say that I discussed this report with 
Reverend W.P. Bunt, Superintendent of Home Missions for 
the United Church of Canada in British Columbia, a few 
days ago and informed him that in view of its adverse 
character, that it was very doubtful if the Department 
would consider the employment of Mr. Noble after the 
close of the current school year. Mr. Bunt informed me 
that he was not surprised to hear that Mr. Noble's work 
was unsatisfactory as he had received reports to this 
effect himself,

have been far from satisfactory. I would further 
advise that the Departmental teacher, the Keverend 
Bishop black died on the 6th instant from heart failure. 


This matter has been discussed with Mr. Bunt, 
and it has been decided to recommend the closing of the 
school until the prospect of considerable improved 
attendance warrants its reopening, and tHat in the mean- 
time the children be transferred to Alberni Indian 
Residential School which is below its quota. 


If the Department approves that this action 
be taken I would request that you advise the United 
Church and this office.

On my recent visit to the above School it was noted that:=- 


1. The lighting in the basement of this building is inadequate. 
The windows which are to be installed 30" x 18" being too 
small to admit sufficient light and it is recommended that 
the eight openings in the front of the School be increased 
from 30" x 18" to 30" x 36". 


This building has only one exit on the ground floor the only 
other exit from the building being through the furnace room, 
the approach to which comes within a few feet of the main 

It is suggested that an additional exit be made where 
the present plans call for a window at the back of the left 
end of the building looking at 4t from the front. A sketch 
enclosed. This would also decrease the distance to be travelled 
to get to the upper floor when approaching from the rear where 
a well will be situated. I believe, this will be a necessitity 
if this building is inspected by a fire Marshall. 


The front hall has insufficient light. Namely a glass panel 
in a door which will be approximately 2' x 2! at the most. 

It is suggested that a 4' x 4' opaque flutted panel be fitted 
immediately above the door. This can be made out of one panel 
similar to the one above the landing on the upper floor. 


That a guard or rail be fitted on both sides of the front steps 
as the height from the door level to the ground when filled in 
will be about 6 feet, at present nearly eight. 


That an additional window similar to the one in the living room 
be installed in the front of the building opening out of the 
Lounge? The present windows open on the eastern end and look 
out on to trees only whereas the one on the front will look 
seaward and give additional light making this a most pleasant 
room with a splendid view.

Would you kindly grant authority for the expenditure of $290.00 for the 
construction of a plank walk from the present village walk to the new 
Ucluelet School. This is required as at present it is necessary to walk 
through a heavy black mud which is from 5 to 12 inches in depth. There 
is at present a few planks or boards on the ground but these only serve 
to stop one from going too deep into the mud. 


This walk will require to be approximately 320 feet long and raised off 
the ground. It is proposed to have this three plants wide the same as 
the walk which the band have constructed from their Band Funds and which 
goes through the Village. 


The requirements will be 60 pieces of 2 x 12 x 16, 20 pieces 4 x 4 x 16, 
4,00 feet of shiplap is also required for lining the sides of the store- 
room in the basement as this was not included in the contract. 


The cost of this material as obtained from the Alberni Pacific Lumber is 
$164.82 plus freight and nails which is estimated at $35.00.

Supt. Garrard's letter of December 23rd in this 
connection is enclosedwherein he outlines the expenditures 
made by the Department on these buildings and suggests that 
in lieu of rental or further repairs the Department pay the 
outstanding accounts in connection with the buildings to the 
amount of $79.65 and give to the church the oil heater 
presently used to heat one of the buildings.

In reply to your letter of December 19, File 16-11-3 regarding the Ucluelet 
Mission buildings I would advise that the accounts referred to in Mr. Bunt's 
letter were handed to Mr. Caldwell to be forwarded to Rev. Bunt, as it was 
arranged at that time, that the Department would repair and renovate the 
Mission house to the extent of $350.00 and that the United Church would look 
after the balance. The balance being $70.00 for the linoleum and the other 
small expenses, which Mr. Bunt referrs to in his letter being $7.70 and $1.95 
for a door and lock for the School. I might mention that repairs to the 
steps were included in the $350.00 also an additional amount of $8.80 was 
later spent by the Department for repairs to the steeple, stopping leaks 

and to prevent the bell from falling into and through the classroom floor, 


Regarding the Mission dwelling the amount expended in the repairs and ren- 
ovating of this building would more than cover any rentage which might 
reasonably be expected to be paid. The building is now in a far better 
shape that it was when the Department took over. 


With reference to the School. If this building had not had the small repairs 
and had a fire kept in it it is doubtful if the building would now be worth 
making repairs to as the floor of the building was, at that time, covered 
with mould. However, in view of the fact that the United Church has co-op- 
erated to the extent of letting the Department have the use of this building 
I believe that it would not be amiss for the Department to cover the Accounts 
which the Rev. Bunt now has in his possession, 


In addition the Department has an Oil Heater valued at $95.00 at present 
in the building and I would suggest that this might remain there in lieu 
of making repairs to the Mission Church.

Memorandum to Mr. Robinsons 


Ret Ucluelet Indian School 
Alberni Agency, B.C. 


On February 28 I inspected the school building 
recently wected by the National All-Steel Buildings Ltd. 
On this trip I was accompanied by Mr. Garrard, Superintendent, 
West Coast Agency. 


The contract for this structure was awarded on 
August 18, 1949 and the school was opened January 9, 1950. 
The contract was let on the contractor's plans dated 
March 24, 1949 and their letter dated July 5, 1949. The 
Contractor has not completed his contract in respect to 
the following itemas: 


(1) Leaks from the Roof 


There is definitely at least two leaks from the 
roof as water runs in at every rainfall into the front 
bedroom and down the partition between the kitchen and 
bathroom. I noticed that some of the washers under the 
screws holding down the corrugated iron are turned upward. 
This might be the cause of the leaks. 


The leaks have existed all winter. 
(2) Leaks from End Windows 


On both end walls of the concrete basement at the 
ground floor joists there is indication that water comes 
down the insi@® of the end walls of the building. Water 
also comes in through the classroom ce i‘ "78. In my opinion, 
this water comes from the end walls and enters the walls at 
the second story windows. At these windows the corrugated 
fron sheathing butts against the window jambs with no further 
protection to keep the water out. The plan shows a window 
trim on the outside and this is not on. I suggest that 
mastic be applied to the junction of the corrugated iron 
and the window jamb and that it be covered with the window 
trim. 


(3) Floors 


The floors consist of asphalt tile on 3/8" plywood 
laid on building paper over shiplap. In both classrooms in 
the hall between them and on the landing of the second floor 
much of the tile is broken up. This is caused by warping 
of the plywood. It is evident that the plywood was laid 
when the shiplap was wt. 


The tile on the top tread of the stairs was left 
protruding over the tread one-half inch, causing it to 


break off unevenly. This tile should have been set back 
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from the edge of the tread with a protective strip of metal 
or hardwood. 


(4) Sages in Floor 


fhe floor in Classroom No. 2 drops noticeably 
between the supporting partition in the basement and the 
stair well. I understand that the post at the stairway in 
the basement was put in after the sag took place. An attempt 
should have been made to jack this section of floor back into 
place before the finishing work was done. 


(5) Sags in Donnacona 


Some sheets of donnacona on the ceiling are sagging. 
There are no headers at end of sheets and not sufficient nails 
in the sheets. 


(6) Staircase 


The type of treads used was for placing begeree 
two walls. The exposed end of the treads should be rimmed 
to make a finished job. The rail and post have not been 
painted. 


(7) Basement Floor 


The basement floors, except for the furnace rooms, 
are an extra to the contract. These floors were badly 
finished in that sags in the surface allow one-half inch of 
water to lie in places on the floor. No floor drains were 
put in the play rooms but a drain was put through the end 
wall at floor level in the store room. Water only runs out 
this drain when it becomes deep on the floor. 


(8) Leveling Grounds 


There are felled trees on the grounds around the 
building not yet limbed. The backfilling of the building 
has not been completed. In places water has been lying two 
feet deep in pot holes against the wall. Much of the water 
in the basement came from this source. 


(9) No heating was supplied to the single teacher's 
room on the second storey. 


(10) The interior painting is very poor for a two coat 
job. 


There has no doubt been condensation in the 
building, particularly in the basement, from the green concrete. 
This has been aggravated by seepage from pot holes around the 
wall, from leaks from the roof and end walls, and from the 
fact that there never was sufficient heat put on the building 
to dry out the wet lumber used in construction. 


I recommend that the Contractor be required to 
rectify the items outlined above.

attached. A meeting with Mr. DeWolf, General Menacer of All- 
Steel Buildings, and his Construction Supervisor, was 
subsequently srranged and the defects in the structure were 
discussed in some detail. Ne found it difficult, however, to 
place responsibility for all these defects entirely on the 
contractor for the reason that no detailed srecifications 
accompanied the contractor's tender and his responsibilities 
with regard to heating the building during construction, ete 
were not clearly defined.

With reference to Mr. Phelan's letter of March 
9th, the original quotation from National All-Steel 
Buildings and blueprint are returned herewith, 


District School Inspector Davey visited this new 
school shortly after the Company's Final Progress Payment #3 
attached hereto, was submitted, and reported quite unfavourably 
with regard to some of the work. In order to protect the 
Department it was deemed advisable to have the structure 
inspected by one of our engineering staff and at the first 
Opportunity Mr. R.M. Martin proceeded to Ucluelet and in due 
course reported, reference his memorandum of March 15th, 
attached. A meeting with Mr. DeWolf, General Manager of 
All-Steel Buildings, and his Construction Supervisor, was 
Subsequently arranged and the defects in the structure were 
discussed in some detail. We found it difficult, however, to 
place responsibility for all these defects entirely on the 
contractor for the reason that no detailed specifications 
accompanied the contractor's tender and his responsibilities 
with regard to heating the building during construction, etc., 
were not clearly defined, 


National All-Steel Buildings Ltd., is presently in 
the process of liquidation and actually they do not now have 
the facilities for remedying the defects in the structure and 
to insist on their doing so would inevitably result in 
considerable delay. Under these circumstances it is considered 
advisable to have our engineering staff assess the cost of 
completing the work and to relieve the contractor of further 
responsibility by reducing the amount due him under the 
contract by this cost. Mr. Martin and Mr. Robinson of the 


soeed 
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engineering staff feel the work could be completed for 
$1200.00and the Company, reference their letter of March 28th 
attached, is satisfied to have payment due them reduced by 
this amount in order to quickly conclude the matter. This 

is desirable from their point of view as they wish to have 
liquidation of the Company concluded as soon as possible and 
it is desirable from our point of view because it will 

enable us to complete payment under the contract from this 
year's funds. 


Mr. DeWolf, in his letter of March 28th attached 
sets out the amount due the Company under the contract, less 
the $1200 deduction, This amount, plus the company's 10% 
deposit, total $7,786 and payment of this amount to the 
Company is recommended, 


It will be necessary for us to have $1200 
encumbered in the new fiscal year to complete the building 
but it is unlikely that weather conditions will permit 
of the necessary work to the playground being carried out 
until mid-summer,

for travelling expenses in the sum of #100.00 is not, con- 
sidering the locality and cost of living, at all unreason- 
able. For a large portion of the year commnication with 
the outside world is practically cut off and it is only 
during the summer months that ingress and egress to 
Tahl-Tan and surrounding country can be readily had. As 
further pointed out by His Lordship it is hardly to be 
expected that a man can be found who will go to Tahli-Tan 
at the small stipend paid by the Department to school 
teachers throughout the Superintendency. 

I therefore trust to hear in due course that provision 
to the extent specified by His Lordship will have bean 
made and that proper accomodation for the number of pupils 
mentioned will likewise be secured. 

The climate on the whole for a large part of the 
year is most inclement and the country inhospitable thus 
making the matter of the retention of the services of an

I am in receipt of your letter of Nov. l2th 
regarding the establishment of a school at the Tahl-Tan 
Indian Reserve replying to my letter on the subject. You 
asked me for more definite particulars, to get which I nad 
to commnicate with Rev. T.P.Thorman, now living in Hngland, 
who built the Mission Buildings at Tahl-Tarn, who knows the 
language of the Indians there well, who buried his wife 
and child there, 4 sacrifice to the cause of the uplifting 
of the naitves. He was heartbroken when we closed the 
Mission because of the enormous expe nse. He and his son, 
who is of full age, are willing to return and take up the 
work of Mission and School, provided I can finance the work. 
Formerly the Government rendered no assistance and I did 
not think the church could stand the great cost as prices 
there are so high. In regard to the needs of the Indians, 
ani the importance of the work he writes:- "It is quite a 
mistake to suppose that they (i.e. the Tanl-Tarn Indians) 
are but a short time in their village during the year, in 
my time when they knew their children would be taught many 
remained the whole year except for a few short "hunts". If 
they are rallied again they would do the same. I had in 
my school some 35 to 4o of all ages. With regard to school- 
house the Mission house puilt by myself wili suffice for 
a lone tile but a grant is needed for school furniture, 

4.e. forms, school materials and medicines as I can do much 


in that way to aid them." 
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As I have already said to keep this school and 
Mission work is a costly matter, there is the expense of 
getting there, the cost of provisions, fuel, *c. MIr- 
Thorman says:~ *It is not a one man place, on account of 
the great a4ifficulty of getting fuel. In winter the glass 


often falls to 65° below zero."

It is a common report that the Indian Land Question is 
receiving the attention of the Government at this time; and that 


a Commission has been appointed to inquire inté and debate upon 
the requirements of the different tribes in these parts, 

Until a movement had been made in this direction it was of little 
use making mention ef educational pregress among these people on 
account of their boycotting all concerned with the Government : 

a pad state of affairs brought abeut by a travelling agitator. 
New that the Indian mind is pacified to 4 great extent I will 

ask the Gevernment to give its accustomed consideration to remar~ 
-ka of a like nature, For manv years the Anglican Mission has 
been established among this tribe of Indians,@no for the most 
part,are members ef the Chureh, It was as far back 48 the 
year 1897 that the first school war opened; but this only contin- 
-ued for a space of e@x years, The Government at that time made 
no grant, The Mission was helped by 4 supply of Drugs. -f believe 
there was an Indian Agent. However,through lack of support from 
outside,and the then indifference of the Indians to Education, 
the School was forced to be closed, In I91@ the School was 
again opened and was received very favourably by the parentr of 
Sehool Children,who lent their utmost support in keeping their 


Children for a time at School, Nevertheless the problem 
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roblem of continuing this School as an educational enterprise ia 
- by no means solved yet. Phere is the eternal drawback of the 


‘precarious “existance of a nomadic people which allows no leng stay 
in any one piace; the Indian spehdthrift manner of living and his 
leve of liquor rob the Children of their right in that parents as 
soon as they have run through the eash in hand are forced to return 
tothe hunting grounds, These two drawbacks alone mean the ever- 


-lasting repetition of the primers and slackness of any true discipli- 


-ne,~ then there ia the question of morals,, I have never seon these 


lewer in standard among any people, True not entirely due to then- 
selves but rather to the Cosmopolitan infiux during the Geid rush of 
98, and the want of Law and order at the present time, It is no 
uncommon thing,in fact the general rule, for little giris of Thirteen 
to be open prostitutes ;some even younger than the above age are Known 
to be of doubtful chastity. Telegraph Creek,some twelve miles away 
harbours most of the evil. Whiskey may be obtained for the asking; 
little boys and girls swear all the filth of camp followers before 
they can even speak their own tongue decently; manhood is laid waste 
on all sides;motherhood is sneered at and influences to prevent child 
-birth are encouraged, Merals eannot attain a very high standard in 
i ee an environment, ~ [ appeal now for 2 School that will give these 

ehildren an ordinary chance of being breught up in a" Human" way, 

Such a School would be welcomed by quite a few families. ‘he parents 
at Tahitan take a keen delight in seeing their chibdren neat and tidy 
and in getting them to attend regularly at School. A Sehool 

that would contain all practical virtues combined with some sorts of 
hand erefts would be ene of the greatest blessings that the Gevernment' 


could bestow upon this tribe, And yet it is net desirsble to educate 


the Youth here beyond themselves so 4s to bring discontent among then 
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and to make the Girls too proud to marry their own kind, A Boarding 
4-d @idustrial School is what is really needed, The children from 
eajacent tribes might be brough®e to this School, fTahlitan is distant 
from the Liquor traffie,no good whites could be kept off, The Town is 
the home of the people who could see their children as frequently as 
convenient. The cost need not be very great. A Wagon road passes just 
below the Yillage making transportation of material and goods well nigh

At the close of the summer holidays the trustees 
were unable to secure a master for the Telegraph Creek echod 
as therewas no certainty of the grant being continued by the 
Department of Indien Affairs in Ottawa, and the provincial 
grant of $90.00 towards the masters salary was considered 
too low in view of the high cost of living in this country. 
The school board then communicated with the member for this 
electoral district, urging hém to have the grent from the 
Department continued, and arrangements were made with the 
Rev. T.P.Thorman, former school master for the Tahltan schoo} 
who was then on his way to England, to send his son out to 
fill the position. Meanwhile es the provincial law called 
for an attendance of eight pupils before the grant from the 
local government could be claimed, and there were only two 
white children of echool ege, every effort was made to have 
the Indians with children send their boys to the Telegraph 
Creek school to meke up the required number. Mr. WwW. Thorman 
the new master arrived on the lst of November and immed iate- 
ly opened school with an attendance of 14, Indian children 
and two whites, Most of these children were formerly on the 
roll at the Tahlitan Mission school but their parents were 
staying here for the winter, as they can secure steady em- 
ployment, consequently there are bo children at the Tahltan 


village and there is very little hope of conditions chang- 
ing later on.

Dear Sir:- 


There is, as you know, a tribe of Indians on the Stikine 
River above Telegraph Creek. A number of them live in 
"The Creek" but many of them wish to be agein settled at 
their old village of Tahl-Tan, where it would be much 
better if they were all living. Your Department evidently 
has realized this as you made a small grant recently to 
assist in obtaining a better water supply for the old 
village. These natives when at Tahl-tan are in touch 
with both their fishing and hunting and the mothers and 
children can stay at home while the men are away. 


The establishment of a small school there for about five 
or six months in the summer would be of great value. Mr. 
Harper Reid, the Indian Agent in thet area, also reconmends 
this. 


There is a first class man there who could take charge of 
this school. He is a son of an early missionary there and 
talks the language of the people, but was educated in 
England and had taken two years at Oxford before the Great 
War broke out. He was a tutor for some time in an English 
family. 


I will be glad to hear from you re this matter and trust 
you will give it favourable consideration. If you place 
this school under my supervision I shall do all I can to 
make it as useful as possible. I may say that nearly all 
the natives who will live at Tahl-tan will be Church of 
England.

This report of the Summer School at Tahl-Tan is somewhat 
belated as I've been busy moving, i.@- walking, back and forth from 
Telegraph Creek to Tahl-Tan which has taken up considerable of my 
time, in consequence I find myself behind in much of my work. 


I opened a day school at Tahl-Tan on June 25th and closed after 
36 school days on the 23rd day of August having taught school on 3, 4 
and sometimes 5 days a week as I was able to fit in the days with any 
other work. 


Ten pupils attended, the names are 4s follows:- Andrew Dick, 
James Dick, Mona Etzerza, Charles Etzerza, Mable Henyu, Lawrence 
Henyu, Leonard Henyu, Pansy quash, Matilda Quash, Lennox Quash, the 
first six have at broken intervals attended the school in Telegraph 
Creek the last four have not previously attended any school. None 
of these children had attended any school since prior to Easter. 
These children were in the vicinity of Tahl-Tan since Mid-March when 
the men folk left their families to go Spring Beaver hunting. 


The school closing was made to facilitate the families fall 
excursion to the mountains for "grease." 


There were other children who would have attended school but 
arrived too late in tne season, also the severe summer colds prevalent 
this year were a drawback. 


I have omitted to add that the above mentioned children came 
from four families and averaged an attendance of 7.9. 


The idea of the Mission summer school was not to run in 
opposition to the Provincial School at Telegraph Creek but to give 
those children in the vicinity of Tahl-Tan an opportunity to continue 
their studies, or start them as the case might be without going into 
the undesirable atmosphere of Telegraph Creek. In addition the spring 
and summer months are devoted to tanning hides for mocassins and 
clothing and for drying fish which occupations are not so readily 

(Take Place on Reso tt we) 
accomplished in Telegraph Creeke 


While not wishing to minimise the work of the school in 
Telegraph Creek. Emphatically this is not the place to further their 
welfare--the tone is far from high--which statement you will agree is 
correct when you consider the class of homes from which so many of 
the Provincial Pupils come. These pupils, about 20 in number, are 
with the exception of two white boys all half breeds, quarter breeds, 
etc. Indeed, from many years of observation, I consider many of the 
Indian encampments as being & far more suitable place in which to 
rear children than in Telegraph Creek. 


The school at Telegraph Creek is crowded and if the Provincial 
Pupils receive their measure of tuition,how can an Indian child unless 
he be unduly bright keep abreast of the Provincial Pupils? 


Without wishing to stretch this report to undue length, as 
you are already aware of all of the above stated facts I would add 
that the summer school was received well, well attended and with

Sometime ago I interviewed the B.C. Indian Commissioner 

in relation to Mr. J. Hayhurst of Kitwanga. Mrs. Hayhurst 

is a qualified teacher at that place and he among other 

duties is on constant call by the natives for First Aid 

work and the dispensing of medicines. In visiting him a 

shortime ago, he had three most serious accidents to attend 

to in one day. It has been customary that a person doing 

such work receives some remuneration for it.

not be payable. 

Extra Tax 

(3) Taxes imposed by this section, which have not been deducted at the 
source, shall be increased by the following amounts, which shall be imposed 
and collected with the tax: 

If the tax is $25.00 but not more than $100.00, by $1.00. 

If the tax is more than $100.00, by three per centum of the tax payable. 


Persons Not Liabie 
(4) Income of the following persons shall not be liable to tax under thi 
section: 
(a) incorporated companies; 
(6) persons and institutions mentioned in paragraphs (a) to (i), both 
inclusive, and in paragraphs (p) and (g) of section four of this Act;

Deduction by Employer

the employee as valued by the employer), daily, weekly, monthly or for such

(6) Every employer shall, on or before the fifteenth da¥ the month 


next following that in which the earnings were due, pay to the Receiver 
General of Canada the full amount of the taxes so deducted, the first

Deduction From Interest and Dividends 
(7) Any person paying interest on bonds, debentures or other like 
obligations or dividends in respect of shares of stock, irrespective of the 
1mount, to persons registered as the holders of bonds, debentures or like 
obligations or shares shall deduct and collect an amount of five per centum 
from each and every such payment made to residents of Canada on or after 
the first day of July, one thousand nine hundred and forty-one. 


Remittance by Corporation 
(8) Each incorporated company referred to in subsection seven hereof 
shall remit the amounts collected to the Receiver General of Canada, on or 
before the fifteenth day of the month immediately following the date of 
payment of the interest or dividends, the first remittance to be made on the 
sixteenth day of September, 1940, 


Returns 
(9) Every person required to make deductions under this section shall 
make a return at such time and in such form as the Minister may prescribe

(10) Every person deducting any amount under this Act shall be deemed 
to hold the same in trust for the Receiver General of Canada 


Legal Immunity 
(11) No one shall have any right of action against an employer or 
incorporated company in respect of any moneys deducted as a tax and paid 
over to the Receiver General of Canada in compliance with or intended 
compliance with this section. 


Forms and Returns Required 

(12) Every employee who comes within one of the classes described in 
paragraphs (a), (c) and (d) of subsection one of this section shall be required 
to complete such form as the Minister may prescribe as to personal status 
and dependents and shall file the form with his employe 

Provided that-a like form shall be so filed in each case where the facts 
1s given in the form last filed are changed by altered status or by a change 
in the number of dependents. 


Tax Not Fully Paid by Deduction 


(13) Every person liable to taxation under this section whose tax 
hereunder has not been fully paid by deduction at the source, shall, on or 
before the thirty-first day of March in each year, without any notice or 
demand, deliver to the Minister a return, in such form as the Minister may 
prescribe, of his total income during the last preceding year and shall pay 

ny tax due at such times and in such manner as in this Act provided. 


Offences and Penalties 
(14) Every person failing to deduct or remit or to deduct and remit the 
tax due pursuant to the provisions of this section at the time prescribed 
therefor shall be liable to a penalty equal to the amount of tax which should 
have be deducted and remitted, but the penalty shall not exceed five 
hundred dollars. 
Failure to File Form 
(15) Every employee failing to file the prescribed form with his employer 
pursuant to the provisions of subsection twelve hereof shall have the tax 
deducted at the source at the rates applicable to an unmarried person, and 
without regard to the tax credits to which he would otherwise have been 
entitled in respect of persons dependent upon him for support 


“Employee” 
(16) “Employee” shall for the purposes of this section include any person 
who receives as income any salary, wage, remuneration, compensation, hire, 
nolument, stipend, perquisite, or any similar payment or any indemnity, 
nsion or director's fee, howsoever paid for any services, functions or duties 
rendered or performed in Canada 


“Employer” 
(17) “Employer” shall for the purposes of this section include any 


person who makes any payment of the descriptions referred to in subsection 
sixteen of this section. 


Records to be Kept 


(18) Every person required to deduct the tax hereby imposed from any 
payment made by him, shall keep an accurate record of all persons to whom 
any such payments are made, showing their names, residential addresses, the 
dates and the amounts of such payments and such other information as the 
Minister may require. 


Refunds 


(19) The Minister may make a refund to the taxpayer of any amount 
collected under this section which was not exigible or which the Minister is 
reasonably satisfied was not exigible under this section, provided the taxpayer 
applies in writing for such refund within twelve months from the close of 
the calendar year in which the amount was collected. 


Deductions 


(20) Income (except salary or other fixed payments referred to in 
subsection sixteen hereof) shall for the purposes of this section be subject to 
the deductions provided by paragraphs (a), (6), (f), (4), () and (0) of sub- 
section one of section five and to the provisions of section six of this Act 


Exemptions 


(21) Save as provided in subsection twenty of this section, income shall 
be taxed under this section without exemptions, deductions, allowances or 
credits, and without deductions of contributions by civil servants referred to 
in section thirteen of the Civil Service Superannuation Act, chapter twenty 
four of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1927. by

I thank you for your letter of January 10th, in 
which you mentioned the matter of a School Teacher for Tahl-Tan 
Summer School for 1944. 


With your consent and approval I should wish to be 
relieved of what has, since April 1943, become a distasteful 
duty. I have no assurance that the Indian Department will not 
visit upon me additional indignities. I have suffered an 
injustice amounting to a persecution at their hands. The 
Inspector of Indian Agencies Coleman has already written into 
a document charges of hypocrisy in that I had ulterior motives 
as a teacher, for gardening was a part of that teaching. I 
can allow him no further opportunity to exploit his {magination 
at the expense of what has always been a sincere undertaking. 
You are aware that the work at Tahl-Tan was first of all 
devotional and was recognised as such by the previous Agent 
H. Reed. 


Isolated for between five and six months each year, 
from companionship, regular mail, conveniences of a home, and 
providing for a separate establishment uncer 4 salary never 
commensurate with the duties. These were never unbearable 
with a certain appreciation from the Indian Department and fortified 
by the spirit in which such duties are accepted. When I lack the 
confidence of the Indian Department I lack the essential that could 
make me a successful teacher in their employ. 


For them to arbitrarily withdraw a privilege which 
privilege I produced from nothing, is a form of persecution I am 
unable to accept. 


I dutifully request that you favourably consider my 
most earnest desire to decline any further duties under the Indian 
Department.

Your 1941 inspection report on this agency requested that 
the ownership of the mission schools be cleared up and the fol- 
lowing data is submitted in that respect: 


Caribou Lge souuchet zphook ey As reported in June 15, 1942, 
report on s schoo e building was constructed by Mr. Jim 
Anglin, a school teacher, assisted by the Indians who cut and 
skidded logs as well as assisting in the erection of the building. 
The Department supplied some roofing to the value of about $100.00 
including transportation from Telegraph Creek. The Roman Mission 
considers the Indians' help as donated and therefore claim com- 
plete ownership of the building; the Department's assistance being 
counted as a grant and not necessarily giving them part ownership. 
The value of the building is estimated at about $800.00. 


Dease Lake Seasonal School:- ‘The Department supplied about $225.00 
worth of Material and the Roman Catholic Mission paid the Indians for 
their labour getting logs and erecting the building. A good deal 

of the work was done by the missionary himself. This building is 
fairly well finished and is now valued at $1500.00. 


ilappan Seasonal School:=- The Department supplied $300.00 for 
iaterial end equipment and the school was mostly built by the Indians 
under the supervision of a R.C. priest. The Indians donated their 
labour and the Mission considers the building is theirs, the Depart- 
ment's assistance being a grant. The value of the building is 
estimated at $1200.00. 


ower Post Seasonal School:- A room in the Roman Catholic Mission 
SPC ERTS at Lower fost is uba for school purposes and the Department 
has no interest in this school. 


MeDame Creek Seasonal School:- Apart from about $30.00 worth of 
[umber for rough desks the Department did not assist in the con- 
struction of this school. It was built by the Roman Catholic 


Mission and the ground floor has been used as a school and church 
for ten years. 


fe weet School:= The building was constructed by the local 
nglican ssion Mdian labour, mostly paid. The Department 
supplied about $150.00 for material but the Mission considers the 
building belongs to them. It is valued at about $1000.00. 


feslin Lake Seasonal Schools:- The two schools here, one Roman 
a ec an e other can, are owned by the respective 
Missions. 


None of the buildings for which the Department granted mater-~ 
ial or equipment would approach the requirments of a modern day 
school and as the expenditures made by the Department in each 
case are relatively small compared to the total value of the buil- 
dings I would recommend that their interest in each school be turneé 
over to the respective missions to give the missions full ownership. 
Considering that the buildings have been used several years as

School Report ending month of April 1939; of which Mr We 
Pp, Thorman is the Teachers 


This school came in for an inspection by Dr Meyer 
with your Agent recently, and the school was found to be 
in excellent shape and the children well advanced in their 
work, Mr Thorman was even giving attention to very young 
children who reside on that Reserve, thereby keeping the 
Reserve in good order etc. 


However it was found that the Indian Family of Freddy 
Loodecker had moved up to that location, and two of his 
children were attending the school, a fact that had come 
about without this office having received notice. As 
these children are undoubsedly belonging to the R.C. Miss- 
ions, the matter is hereunder outlined. 


Freddy Loodecker age 58, who belongs to the Loodecker 
Telegraph Creek Family, and who are considered to be Anglic 
ans - went out to Dease Lake to live some 8 years ago, and 
took to wife, one Fanny CHIEF, but up to date they have 
never married, However during thet time the R.C. Mission's 
Record shows the following children born and chistened by 
them :- 

Lorma. Born O0ct-7-50 Baptise@ Father Allard June-10-31 
Alma - Jan-15-32 <= - - June=28=32 
Walter - Nov-14-54 - - - June-11-35 
Clara - May-2-37 - -Poullet. 5 

The wife Fanny is a real nomadic, and so in @ 

and so they wander from place to place, and are 

ing a "dirty" camp behind them, Last Fall they moved in 
from Dease Lake and during the Fall Lorma attended the 
local Provincial School, which seemed quite all right, and 
continued to do so up till until the end of last March. 
Then the family moved outto the Tahltan Reserve, no doubt 
because off illness in this Townsite and the overcrowded 
condition of the local school, Other reasons there may 
be but if so,same are not known, 


Mr Thorman was seen, and stated that Inspector Pragnell 
when last here said that in some cases, such events could 
not be helped. ‘This is toucht correct in cases that come 
about in the Interior, but so near civilization as this is; 
at any rate the Indian Office should have been consulted. 
Mr Thorman did not even know that the pair were not mare 
ried, but promised to look into the matter and find out 
what the intentions of Treddy Loodecker really weree 

The R, C. Missions have not 4 school in the district 
directly around here; and therefore the children were left 
were they were; but they are aware of the incident, 

May advice be allowed as to if these children should 
remain at this school, or attend some other.

Dear Sir: 


I have for acknowledgment @ report submitted 
by you immediately following your visit to the 
Tahltan Reserve day school. 


I must state that I find it exceedingly airfri- 
cult to grasp the exact meaning of the problems 
discussed by you in this report. The recommendation 
you make in the last paragraph is yarticulerly 
aifficult to understand. You state - "May advice be 
allowed as to if these children should remain at this 
school or attend some other”. You will readily see 
how difficult it is for the Department to discover 
what your recommendation actually is. 


I am anxious to know if you sought to emphasize 
the fact that Freddy Loodecker was living with Fanny 
Chief and that the pair were unmarried or if it was 
your intention to emphasize the fact that a number 
of children who are nominally Catholics were in 
attendance at a school conducted under non-Catholic 
auspices. 


It is the policy of the Department, in so far 
as it is humanly possible, to provide distinct and 
separate schools for Catholic and non-Catholic ehil- 
dren. It is not always possible, however, to provide 
these facilities, particularly in the outlying 
districts of the Dominion. If there is no Roman 
Catholic day school in the district it is better to 
have these children attend a school conducted under 
the auspices of the Anglican Church than no school at 
all, particularly in view of the fact that the father 
himself appears to be an Anglican. 


Harper Reed, Esq-,

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An attempt should be made by you, in the 
interest of the children, to persuade this pair 
to get married. If they seek relief or assistance 
from you at any time you would be justified in 
refusing assistance until they promised you that 
they would get married. It is somewhat regrettable 
that certain Indians behave in this way and the 
Department is dependent almost wholly upon the 
recommendation of the Agent as to what steps should 
be taken in an attempt to remedy such conditions.

Approval is also granted for the ointment 
of Mr. Gerard Beauregard, B.A., of St. Joseph's Seminary, 
Edmonton, as teacher. He was nominated by the Roman 
Catholic Church authorities. The salary allowed him 
during the period the school is in operation will be at 
the rate of $90 per teaching mouth. 


A requisition has been forwarded to the Govern- 
ment Stationery Office to forward, addressed to you, the 
supply of classroom material considered necessary. You 
yg > arrange to have this forwarded to Fort Grahame, in 
due +t . 


With reference to the request that the Depart- 
ment make an advance of $25 towards the cost of supplies 
while the teacher makes the journey in to the school 
and a like amount on his return, I have to say that the 
amount provided for salary is all we can allow.

In the above connection I wish to attach hereto copies of three 
applications I have received for the position of teacher at these points, 
You will note that those two received from St. Joseph's Semi were 
noi au ities, and the other application is from 
Mra. Uéstérs . e 2 of the Hufson's Bay Company's post 
at Fort McLeod. I might say that the reason this application was received 
was on account of me discussing the question with her last Summer while 
at Fort MoLeod, se I found out while there that she had been a School 
téaacher before she wes married. At that time I asked her if she would 
consider putting in an application for the position should one be 
available this year, and she said that she would consider the matter and 
let me know definitely this year, hence the application, That of course 
was prior to the time that 1% was thought that it might be aivisable to 
allow the Church euthorities to nominate the teachers. 


You will please note that the expected by these applicants 
is not mentio and I would therefore that you allow them the 
same salary as the Department wae pays to a first year teacher under 
the same conditions. 23 it ia deeided to appoint the two male teachers, 
I feel that the Ghurch authorities will make arrangements for their 

u ation up tate, but Wealh 1ike to fécoumend that « ant of 
ry med. @ to each one to cover the cost of supplies while making the 
jour “a Tike emoult for the same purpose on their returning to 
the line of Radlway at Prince George. I mean by that, that the supplies 
would not be bought for them until they are ready to leave Prince George 
en route North. 


Both these schools dhould be ready to open _by June 15th. and the 
teachers will be on the ground four or five days beTo: at.

@llow them to run until August 15th.to meke up the hhree months, I trust 
this will be satisfactory to the Department.

During my last visit to Fort Grahame and Fort McLeod during June 
1932 I hed several requests at meetings held at Fort Grahame and Fort 
MeLeod that the Department establish a day school at Fort Grahame 
during the summer months instead of taking the children to the 
Residential School at Lejac as has been and still is the method used. 
At those meetings I did not make any definite promises although I saw 
the reasonableness of most of the recommendations brought up by the 
Indians, however I postponed the matter for the time being by telling 


| them that owing to hard times generally it would not be possible for the 


Department to assume any further obligations in the matter of 
educational facilities. As I will be going into that Reserve again in 
¢mnonth I deem it adwisable at this tipe to submit the whole proposition 
the Department with a request that receive a reply to this letter 
before I leave so that I can convey the contents of it to the Indians 
when I go North.

’ yy . At present we are not getting any of the Fort Grahame children at 
/ e 


School at Lejac on m@count of the cost of transportation from 
there to the School, furthermpre they are of a different tribe and 
different traits entirely than the other Indians in the Agency and 
those who have been in the School have either died or have returned to 
the Reserve in a siok condition, The same applies to Fort McLeod only 
of course in a lesser degree as the distance is not quite so great and 
the children do not pine for their homes to the same extent as their 
more Northerly friends do, however even at that we do not begin to get 
a fraction of the number of available children at Fort McLeod and if we 
ever propose to give them an education I think that something should be 
done if at all possible. 


At the present time the manager of the Hudson's Bay at Fort McLeod 
is married to a woman who used to be a school teacher and I understand 
that she is prepared to take charge of the school for the Indians at 
Fort MeLeod for three months in the summer when they are at the camp 
along with their parents, the rest of the year they are out on their 
hunting grounds and trap lines and do not spend any time on the Reserve. 
Would it be possible for the Department to consider establishing a day 
school at Fort McLeod for three months in the summer when these 
children could attend providing I can get this ex teacher to consider 
taking on the job and that we could get a suitable building on the 
reserve without any expense to the Department which could be used as a 
school? As I have not got any day schools in this Agency I am of course 
entirely at a loss to know just how they are operated b¥t if some 
arrangements could be arrived at which would not entail the expenditure 
of too much money, I think that it would be a good thing. 


In closing allow me to say that while I have not got a great deal 
of hope of getting anything this year or maybe next, still I would like 
to be advised on the question as fully as possible so that I might 
convey some definite information to the Indians as I know that they will 
be asking me if I ever did anything about submitting their former 
request to the Department.

has become quite proficient in addition ani subtraction; the writing 
is fairly good in most cases. 

Group 4 has completed two Little Indians, the first twenty 
pages of Friends and ten miscellaneous pages of the Corona Reader. 
the writing of this group varies from ability to write the letters 
of the alphabet to rapid writing of about half of the words covered 
intheir reading. 

Group 3 has completed iwo Little Indians and the first twelve 
pages of friends. Addition had been mastered by all and two of them 
are able to subtract. in writing, the progress varies from ability 
to write the greater part of the letters of the alphabet to the 
writing of the word-list in iwo little Indians. 

Of Groups 2 and 1, two children have completed the alphabet 
and can read the first nine pages of fwo ldttle Indians. ‘the 
remainder of these growps have learned an average of half of the 
alphabet. 

During the month, the number of strappings was three, and the 
behavious has greatly improved. 

1 am sorry to report a large deorease in attendance, whibh is 
due to the annual mid-summer game shortage in the vicinity of Fort 
Gpehame, ‘this occurs every year, and it forces the Iiniians, and 
their families, to leave the settlement for the bush, where game is 
more plentiful. 

therefore, i strongly recommend that, henceforth, the sort 
Grahame Day School be opened on the first day of way. By @dopting 
this policy, the greater part of the Indians children, of this 
district, would be able to get the full edvantage of three months 
of school, per year, instead of one, or two months, as it ig the 
case for many this year.

The School is very well received at Fort Grahame, 
the teacher, lir. Downey, is splendid and has, I think, 
the proper ideas of teaching Indian children in an 
out-of-the-way place like this. Me stresses cleanliness 
all the time and even makes some of them leave the class 
room to wash, should they ac to school in a dirty con- 
dition. His discipline is also excellent and he has the 
children interested in games, principally softball, which 
they play during recess and in the evenings almost cone 
tinually. The result of the school is also very evident 
in the fact that the health of the children here is much 
better than I have ever found it before and I put this 
down to the result of more regular habits and hours, 
as well as them being much cleaner. As it rained all day 
the flying weather was Nil. we had to stay at Fort Grahame 
all night, but finally got away from there the next morning 
and went another 90 miles North to the settlement of nomade 
Indians et Whitewater where they are living.

All of the pupils have shown signs of being cleaner and there 
has beem quite a few washings in the last month. The school is swept 
every dayyi sorubbed once a week and the children are quite anxious to 
do this «

4 have segregated the pupils into four groups in 
accordance with their reading. i have gone by the reading in their 
grouping because i find that they are very poor in arithmetic and numbers 
as they never had either to any great extent last year, ‘the arithmetic 
books sent up this year are very useful in teaching the fundamentals of 
that subject and they have taken a firm interest in them and are 
progressing rapidly. 


GROUP Le 


These pupils are the younger and smaller ones and have 
been spending most of the time on the alphabet and figures up to ten. 
they are learning to count and read the alphabet but are progressing at 
& slow rate as it is extremely difficult to hold their undivided 
attention for any length of time. 


GROW. P ee 


this group has completely mastered all the letters in the 
alphabet and all the numbers to 15. They are being drilled upon sounds 
of letters and formation of simple words. hey are also being taught 
the formation of letters as a course preceding writing and use of the 
readers.

they are taking addition of nwibers and are using the assigned arithmetic 
work books. they have also mestered the spellers up to grade 4 work. 


GRUUP 4e 


This group is showing rapid progress in arithmetic and 

are through with the first stage of addition and are starting subtraction. 
They have completed the readers ,"wo Little indians" and are half way 
through "Friends". ‘their writing in most cases is very good. Much stress 
is being laid upon the formation of sentences and the sounds of various 
words which they have some difficulty in pronouncing correctly. ‘hey are 
familiar with the spellers up to Grade 4, but now their progress in this 
will be slower as the words become more difficult. 


these indians here are quite ignorant of any form of 
discipline in or out of school but are not really bad at any time but just 
mischevious.

During my last visit to Fort Grahame and Fort 
MeLeod during June, 1932, I had several requeste at meetings 
held at Fort Grahame and Fort McLeod that the Department 
establish a day school at Fort Grahame during the sumer 
months instead of taking the children to the residential 
school at Lejac, as has been and still is the method used. 
At thoee meetings, I did not make any definite promises, 
although I eaw the reasonableness of most of the reconmend- 
ations brought up by the Indians. However, I postponed 
the matter for the time being by telling them that, owing 
to hard times generally, it would not be possible for the 
Department to assume any further obligations in the matter 
of educational facilities. Ase I will be going into that 
reserve again in a month, I deem it advisable at this time 
to submit the whole proposition to the Department with a 
request that I receive a reply to thie letter before I 
leave so that I can convey the contents of it to the 
Indians when I go north.

Regarding Fort Grahame, I feel that we might 
be well advised to buy a few windows for the church 
pbuilding there, improve the roof a little and put some 
repairs on the floor, as it would be much cheaper than 
completing the building the Indians are going to put 
up, and will anewer the purpose sufficiently well for 
three or four years at least until we can see with 
what degree of success our efforts in this connection 
are met by the Indians.

Referring to departmental letter 163-12-1 
of June 8th, last, regarding the Possibility of estab- 
lighing summer schools at and Fort McLedd, , 
I wish to report that at the former place there are 
47 children of school age, none of whom have ever 
attended any echool. No building is available, except 
the church, and it is not very suitable, owing to the 
fact that it is quite dark. However, when I discussed 
the matter with the Indians they were quite prepared 
to put up a guitable log budiding providing the 
Department would assist then by supplying shingles for 
the roof, windows and door. There is no one available 
at this point who would be able to conduct the school, 
but the Principal of the Lejac Indian Residential 
School told me that if the Department would establish

Fort Grahame is located in the northern 
part of the Stuart Lake agency. Agent Moore reports 
there are 47 children of school age at this point, 
the majority of whom have never attended school. 

A request has been made by the Roman Catholic 
missionary and the Agent, that a summer school 

be conducted. There ie a church building at this 
point, which, the Agent states, could be improved 
at much lower cost than erecting a new building. 
He estimates that, for the sum of $100, building 
material could be supplied to fit up the church 
building - which would provide suitable accom- 
modation for school purposes for a number of years. 


I would suggest that, when funds are 
available, the Agent be authorized to purchase 
building material, at a cost not exceeding the above 
emount, forwarding detailed accounts, in triplicate. 
It is understood that the labour will be performed 
by the Indians, without cost to the Department.

with reference to your letter of the 12th instant, 
regarding the proposed establishment of a eummer school at Fort 
Grahame, I have to inform you that the sum of $100 is provided 
in the Appropriation for Indian Education for the coming fiscal 
year, to complete a building for school purposes. In your 
letter dated August 18th, last, you stated thet it would be 
advisable to buy a few windows for the church building, carry 
out certain improvements to the roof and also some repairs to 
the floor. You indicated that this arrangement would be much 
cheaper than erecting a log building and would answer the 
purpose sufficiently well for three or four years, until it is 
ascertained what degree of success will result in the operation 
of the school. It is noted, also, that it would cost approx- 
imately $75 to make the deske required. 


The Department will approve of you arranging for 
the purchase of the building materials required to fit up the 
church building, to an amount not to exceed $100.

The new school at Fort McLeod was not 
completed last spring in time to hold school in, so that 
the church was used. However, now it is ready, except for 
the roof, windows and other material which will have to be 
shipped in and which will cost appro ximately $185.00 landed 
at the head of the waterways so that the Indians can get it. 
I would suggest that we allow the Indians sufficient gasoline 
to take the material down the river and lakes by boats and 
which should cost about $30.00 so that the 185.00 for 
material plus ¥30.00 for gasoline would be $215.00 and if 
agreeable to the Department I propose to make this purchase 
now of the money that is available and have it ready to go 
in first thing next May.

In the above connection I wish to attach hereto copies of three 
applications I have received for the position of teacher at these points. 
You will note that those two received from St. Joseph's Seminary were 
nomineted by the Church authorities, and the other application is from 
Mrs. Usterstrom, wife of the Manager of the Hudson's Bay Company's post 
at Fort McLeod. I might say that the reason this application was received 
wags on account of me discussing the question with her last Summer while 
at Fort McLeod, as I found out while there that she had been a Sohool 
téacher before she was married. At that time I asked her if she would 
consider putting in an application for the position should one be 
available this year, and she said that she would considér the matter and 
let me know definitely this year, hence the application, That of course 
was prior to the time that it was thought that it might be advisable to 
allow the Church suthorities to nominate the teachers. 


You will please note that the salary expected by these applicants 
is not mentioned and I would therefore suggest that you allow them the 
same salary as the Department usually pays to a first year teacher under 
the same conditions. If it is decided to appoint the two male teachers,

The Department reports the need of the 
above in view of - 


1. The Department proposes to conduct a Roman 
Catholic Indian Summer Day School at Fort 
Grahame Stuart Lake Agency, B.C. from June 15th 
to September 15th, there being 47 Indian 
children of school age at this point who should 
be receiving education. Funds have been pro- 
vided in the appropriation for Indian education. 
It is proposed to pay a salary to the Teacher 
of $90.00 per month. 


The Department proposes to conduct a Roman 
Catholic Indian Summer Day School at Fort McLeod 
(McLeod Lake Reserve No.5 Federal District of 
Cariboo) B.C., from June 15th to September 15th, 

to provide for the education of 28 Indian 

children at McLeod Lake Reserve. Funds have been 
provided in the appropriation and it is proposed 
to pay the Teacher at the rate of $90.00 per month. 


The classification provides for a salary of 
from $300 to $1320 for the academic year, the amount in 
each case to be determined by the Department and the Civil 
Service Commission. 


It is to be noted that the total amount to 
be paid these Teachers is less than the amount provided for 
the academic year under Classification, but in view of the 
short school season such departure from provisions of the 
Civil Service Act may be deemed permissible and equitable, 


It is recommended that the Department's 
request for authority to employ be submitted to Treasury 
Board for favourable consideration up to the 30th 
September, 1935,

However, now 4t is ready, except for thea roof, windows 
and other material which will have to be shipped in and which will 
cost approximately §185-00 landed at the head of the waterways so that 
the Indians can get ite I would suggest that we allow the Indians 
sufficient gasoline to take the material down the river and lakes by 
boats and which should cost about $30-00 so that the $185-00 for 
material plus $30-00 for gasoline would be $215-00 and if agreeable to 
the Department I propose to maxe this purchase now of the money that is 
available and have it ready to go in first thing next May. This will 
make the total expenditure of §335-00 and the balance of $115-00 
could be returned to the Treasury.

(In reference to Mr. Parent who !'is Honour, the Bishop nominates 
| for Takla Lake, I wish to advise that this is also satisfactory 
| although Mr. Dowmey who has taught for us for the past two years 
Nadia a particularly good job of teaching both years but according 
 \to the Bishop his actions out side of the school work,and especially 
in connection with the church,was not all that could te desired. 
So far as I am personally concerned no complaint was ever made 
regarding the conduct or Mr. Downey although Bishop Coudert told 
me verbally a few days ago that he had had complaints about him 
drinking last year at Takla.

Rgearding Richard MacDonald from Smithers I would respectfully 
] point out that this boy has not advanced past the 9th. Grade and 
I would respectfully request information advising me regarding his 
application, Mr. MeKenzie who taught at Fort Grahame last year 
is at present attending Normal School in Vancouver prior to getting 
his teachers' certificate but it will not be possible for him to 
reach Fort Grahame before the l2th. of June next. This date is 
about two weeks later than usual although in so far as Fort Grahame 
is concerned the Indians do not return to their camp very much 
Sooner than the second week in June so that in reality the teacher 
coming in on or about the 15th. of May would really have two or 
three weeks when not much work could be accomplished. llr. licKenzie 
has also applied to me for the school, explaining the situation and 
advising that by teaching on the Saturdays that he would still be 
able to get three month's teaching in before the Indians would want 
to leave for their hunting grounds again about the end of August. 


Please understand that Fort Grahame is a proximately 350 miles 
by air from here and it means a great deal of inconvenience and 
extra expense to the Department in having a new teacher ¢o into that 
outlying point each year because he neither knows the pupils nor the 
parents as well. as being handicajped in opening the sehool himself 
without assistance on the ground. However, the principal drawback 
to McDonald's application,as I see it,is his own educatio A 
standing. Please advise fully regarding these . various points.

He suggests that 
we pay the travelling expenses. 


Owing to present regulations, it is 
impossible for the Department to consider payment 
of travelling expenses of teachers. However, before 
replying to Indian Agent Howe I would like to hear 
from you regarding what amount you consider would be 
reasonable for these teachers. I was thinking 
possibly a salary of $100.00 or $110.00 a month, plus 
bonus, would provide most of the funds, at least, 
that a teacher would require for the payment of 
travelling expenses, An early reply would be 
appreciated.

Reading ~- 1s, I think, better this year than it has 
ever been. The boys in Group 3 and the girl (even though she 
still does not read as well as the boys) are showing much more 
intelligence in this line. This is reflected also in a better 
grasp of phonetic values (something which has generally been 
very very hazy heretofore) and in an ability to do simple 
arithmetic problems, and in a better attempt at sentence 
construction. Group 2 is also showing a greater enthusiasm 
and a better grasp of the subject, although not so far 
advanced as the other group. 

As to texts, I mentioned last year my conviction as to 
the need for texts more adapted to their primitive life in 
order that they might gain the necessary facility in reading 
which they need to read more advanced material.

Arithmetic,as usual, is quite satisfactory except in 
the case of one boy in Group 2 who is still floundering quite 
hopelessly.

The Arithmetic involved in these problems is, of cousBse, very 
simple, but I use them rather as an exercise in understanding 
and sentence construction - and I think it has been quite 
successful.

Cleanliness ~ in general has certainly greatly 
improved since the school was opened. some of the younger 
ehildren are still hard to convince = but on the other hand 
two of the new children (only 6 years old) have been remarkably 
clean right from the first day of school. It is noticeable 
that some of the families in the village look upon reasonable’ 
cleanliness as & virtue. And then of course there are others. 
And with all the young children the case for cleanliness is 
not quite hopeless since they 411 love to swim = even the litlle 
girls. 


This summer a school garden was attempted. And, consider 
the fact that everything was planted in almost pure dry sand, 
it has been remarkably successful. We planted flowers around 
the school building and a vegetable garden a few yards away. 
The planting was late since the school starts after the 15th 
of May but,for purposes of experience in gardening for the chi 
dren,this made no difference at all. We also attempted a 
little beautifying with some rock-bordered paths down to the 
lake shore, and with ploughingthe reclaimed wilderness that se 
as a playground for planting to grass. The results of 
this schooling in practical and not so practical gardening 
are still in the future - and time alone will tell if they 
have learned these lessons well enough to put them into practia 
I think,though, that if this angle is followed up and emphasize 
sufficiently, the time and effort will not be wasted. At any ra 
this summer they have learned how to spade (and even plough), 
prepare the ground for planting, plant,weed,transplant, and 
keep the garden watered. With sufficient repetition and more 
practice - who knows - perhaps they might absorb some enthusiasi,

impravement along this line. In general however their 
knowledge of English has improved greatly since the school was 
opened. I have noticed too that the younger children of a family 
know @ certain amount of English when they start to school, 
indicating that the children who do go to school speak more English 
in the home than was formerly the case. This was especially so in 
the case of Pat n'Yallie who quite surprised me by the amount of 
English that she knew when she arrived at school for the first 
time - and when she had recovered from her first shyness. 
Cleanliness is still the problem it has always been, the 
older boys being quite used to the idea, the younger children 
requiring the threat of sanctions. In this connection though, 
a@ great deal depends upon ‘which side of the tracks’ they come 
from - so that I have noticed in the case of several families, even 
the youngsters of pre-school age are kept remarkably neat and tidy, 
while with other families it is completely the opposite.

REMARKS (cont. ) 


Reading is improving generally, especially when a 
little more emphasis is placed on phonics. The pupils 
in Groups 2 and 3 are all improving, except Walter Solonas 
who is lacking somewhat in ambition in this field, and those 
in Group 1 who have just started school will, I have no 
doubt, advance very quickly next summer. 

Their comprehension of what they read is improving also 
Since I have been insisting on this before they go on to read 
furbher. has, perhaps, the effect of Slowing them down 
but I think that they are now Grasping the idea that reading 
is more than just saying the words. In this connection however, 
they are up against great obstacles because of the matter 
to be read. The experience of these people in northern B.C. 
is very limited ~ and what they Have learned about white 
customs and life has come mostly from trappers, prospectors 
and traders. Thus when they must learn to read from books 
which, in content,style and thought,are meant for white children, 
they are handicapped tremendously. A beginning at overcoming 
this has been made with the Pre-Primer "Two Little Indians", 
but apparently there are no obher books so designed especially 
for Indian children. It seems to me that if these northern 
Indians are ever to take the intelligent interest in affairs 
which is to be desired, then the children should be taught 
that reading is one of the main keys to this active interest. 
The danger, at present, is that they might very easily leern 
to read and write without in the least realizing that these 
arte are of any value beyohd the perennial writing of letters. 
In reading such books as deal with things familiar to every 
white child but almost incomprehensible to the Ind@an, it is very 
hard to make them realize that the story is telling them some- 
thing, and that there is anything on the page beyond a mere 
Jungle of words. I believe that these children should learn 
to read intelligently from books designed inevery way solegy 
for them,

I have your letter of the 13th instant, in further 
reference to the establishment of a day school at Quatsino. 


In reply I have to say that, in view of your vopers 
the Department has given favourable consideration to providing 
the funde required to fit up a classroom and to pay the salary 
of a teacher. It is noted, from your letter, that a teacher's 
salary amd classroom equipment would not cost more than $1,100. 
It is noted, further, from the wagers on the survey made by 
Mr. Inspector Barry of the situation at Quateino, that the 
Anglican Church, who lately erected a church building in the 
village of Koskemo, would allow this building to be used for 
classroom purposes. The Department is informed that there 
would be at least 16 children who could attend when the school 
is opened. 


I have to request, therefore, that you will state 
what outenes® ie necessary to fit up the classroom in the 
church building, giving particulars regarding any deske re- 
quired, the size of same and the number of each size, also 
dimensions - length and width - of any blackboard required. 


The Department will provide salary for a teacher 
‘as from September first, next, the beginning of the new 
school years I may add that, while no appropriation was 
specially provided to meet the expense in establishing the 
school and for teacher's salary, it has been found possible 
to arrange for the funds from our general appropriation for 
Indian Education. 


At a later date, you might take up with the author- 
ities of the Anglican Church, under whose auspices the 
school will be conducted, the matter of nominating a qual- 
ified teacher, and, in due time, you should forward the name, 
qualifications and experience of the teacher nominated. If 
a fully qualified teacher is obtained, we would be prepared 
to allow salary at the rate of $90 per teaching month. 


Your reply, giving full information as to the desks 
and other equipment required, will be appreciated, in order 
that the classroom will be ready by the date above mentioned. 
It is noted that the teacher could obtain living accommodation 
in the white villcge at Quatsino.

Recently we have experienced some difficulty 
with our Day School at Quatsino, and it was necessary for me 
to make a hurried trip there to have the matter straightened 
out, which I am pleased to advise the Department was cleared 
up satisfactorily. 


While there, the teacher informed me he intends 
to resign at the end of the present school year, and in view 
of his pending resignation and the difficulties we have exper~ 
ienced during the past two years through a teacher not living 
on the reserve, we are now making a report to the Department 
together with recommendations. 


The Quatsino Band has never had very much done 
for them towards improving conditions at their village and 
when the Department established a school on this reserve it 
was my opinion if a married man could be employed to live on 
the reserve and make his home there, it would be a solution to 
our difficulty, and would do a great deal towards helping the 
Indians, not only from the school point of view but for other 
reasons as well. This tribe is very keen to respond to assis- 
tance, but although I have done everything I can during the 
past three years to assist them and encourage them, nevertheless 
it is very evident until they have someone to live on the res- 
erve and set the example, we shall never get conditions on this 
reserve improved as they should be. I feel the only solution 
is to have a married man employed as teacher of the Day School 
to live on the reserve. 


I had hoped this could be done when the school 
was first established, and that the Department would build a 
teacherage on the reserve at that time, but as a single man 
was appointed who was able to obtain board at the white village 
about a mile distant, the matter of the teacherage was left in 
abeyance. However, now that the present teacher is resigning, 
and a new one will have to be appointed, I am bringing this 
matter to the Department's attention. 


I am therefore requesting the Department to 
include in my 1937-38 Estimates sufficient funds to build a 
small teacherage on this reserve, which could be built and 
ready for occupancy by September lst next when the new school 
term opens. I feel fifteen hundred dollars would be sufficient 
although as this is an isolated location it will cost more to 
erect the building than it would elsewhere. It would be my 
intention to erect a small building of four rooms sufficiently 
large to accommodate a married man and his wife, and would be 
pleased to submit suitable plans if the Department so desired, 
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2 
I can see no other way out than to build a teacherage 
if we are to carry on at Quatsino satisfactorily and at the same 
time clear up our other problems which we are faced with, and I 
would appreciate if the Department would kindly include this in 
our Estimates. 


I have today taken the matter up with Mr. D.M. MacKay, 
Indian Commissioner for B.C. at Victoria, and enclose herewith 
copy of my letter to him.

On December 3rdI received a wire from Mr. 8&, 
Hill-tout, teacher of the Quatsino Indian Day School, submitt- 
ing his resignation, requesting that it take effect immediately. 
Upon receipt of this wire I communicated with him by long-dis- 
tance telephone and advised him I would proceed there immediate- 
ly to look into his difficulties. Upon arrival I discussed 
the matter with him and then held a meeting of all the Indians 
with their teacher present and it was found that one of the 
Chief's sons was giving considerable trouble to the teacher in 
school and when he was corrected by the teacher the Indians 
interférred. I was able to get their difficulties straightened 
out, the teacher withdrew His resignation, and school reopened 
the following morning. I do not think there will be any 
further trouble at this school from now on. I might add, howe 
ever, the teacher advised me he intended to resign at the end 
of the present term and this matter has already been referred to 
the Department with a request that funds be provided for the 
erection of a teacherage in order that a married man and his 
family may be located on the reserve rather than have to depend 
on transportation to get to the school from the adjacent 
village some distance away.

I am forwarding herewith eopies of corres- 
pondence forwarded by Mr. Indian Agent Todd, Kwawkewlth 
Agency, in regard to the resignation of Mr. Edward A. 
Hill-Tout, at present teacher of the Quatsino Indian Day 
School. 


It is assumed that Mr. Indian Agent Todd has 
already informed you of the resignation of this teacher, 
to take effect as from June 30th, 1956. 


With regard to Mr. Todd's recommendations, as 
contained in his letter of February 19th, I may say that 
this matter has been discussed with Inspector Barry. He 
{informs me that the Quatsino Indian Day School is ad- 
ministered under the auspices of the Anglican Church, 
Diocese of British Columbia, and that school is held in 
the Anglican Church building located on Quattishe Reserve 
No. l. The teacher lives in Quatsino, which is a scatter- 
ed village not far from the Indian Reserve, from which it 
is separated by 4 short stretch of water having strong 
tidal currents. The present Bishop of the Anglican Diocese 
of British Columbia is the Right Rev. H. E. Sexton, Victoria, 
B.C. 


I am further informed by Inspector Barry that, 
while it would no doubt be better to have a married and 
well-qualified man 4s teacher of the Quatsino Indian Day 
School, particularly if his wife were also qualified to 
give a certain amount of medical attention to the Indians 
of the Quattishe Reserve, the appointment of such persons 
would involve the erection of a suitable teacherage. 


With reference to your letter No. 156-36-1, 
dated 29th January, 1957, I may say that a sum of $1500,00 
was included by Mr. Indian Agent Todd in the Estimates for 
the fiscal year commencing April, 1938, to cover the cost

of the erection of such teacherage. Inspector Barry 

however points out that in a number of places in British 
Columbia, Indian Day Sehools are far more urgently required 
either as replacements or to accommodate Indian children 

at present without education. He feels that, as the Quatsino 
Indian Day School is conducted in an Anglican Church build- 
ing, which for the time being is satisfactory, the building 
of a teacherage at this point where we have no Departmentally- 
owned School would hardly be justified. 


I should like to have instructions from the 
Department with reference to the selection of a suitable 
teacher to succeed Mr. Edward A. Hill-Tout. In this 
connection, would suggest that it might possibly be best 
if the Rt. Rev. Bishop Sexton were requested to submit 
to this Office the names of one or two well-qualified 
teachers. After consultation with our Inspector of Indian 
Schools, I should then be in a position to recommend the 
appointment of a suitable person for the Quatsino Indian 
Day School, effective from lst September, 1938,

'Replying to your letter No. 156-7-5 dated 
September 3rd in regard to the erection of the new Indian 
Day School at Campbell River, I beg to advise upon receipt 
of your letter I immediately proceeded to Campbell River. 


On arrival, I staked out the site for the 
school, arranged for the purchase of material, employed 
Mr. Norman Smith as foreman at the rate of six dollare per 
eight hour day as well as arranging a helper to assist him 
who is to receive wages at the rate of $4.50 per eight hour 
day. I also arranged with the Chief to supply all the In- 
dian labour they could in order that the erection of the 
school will be rushed and if possible, completed by November 
let next. 


I might add I purchased the lumber and build- 
ing material from the Courtenay Builders Supply Company at 
Courtenay, B.0., and am arranging to purchase the hardware 
from McLennan, McFeeley & Prior, Ltd., at Vancouver, B.0. 
I bought the lumber personally and was able to use No.2 material 
for most of the dimensions, sheeting and roof boards as the 
No.2 grades of the people supplying this material are equal 
to No.l grades elsewhere. 


It was found necessary, owing to the necessity 
of having the building located in a certain position, to make 
a few alterations in the plan submitted by the Department. 
These changes however do not affect the size of the building, 
but rather re-arrange the plan a little. 


We are doing our best to keep the cost of the 
building as low as possible and hope to have it completed by 
November lst.

I have your 15/6/40272 of the 25th ultimo, enclo- 
sing copy of 4 communication which you received from Mr. 
Agent Todd regarding a site for the proposed Indian day 
school at Campbell River, B.C. 


In this connection it is noted that the Agent and 
the Indians chose a site about seven or eight hundred 
feet along the Spit road from the main entrance. It is 
considered that the Indians, by a resolution of their Council, 
should agree to set aside, without cost, approximately one 
acre as a site for the new school building. As the school 
will be in the interests of their children, they should 
consent to set aside the site. Mr. Todd should take this 
matter up with the Indians, and, if possible, obtain a 
resolution. It should be stated therein, as definitely 
as possible, the boundaries of the site set aside. If, 
however, there is an Indian located on the proposed site, 
4t might be necessary to compensate him for his improve- 
ments, obtaining a Quit Claim Deed. It is considered 
that the Agent should be able to give a description of 
the site, i.e., width and depth, beginning at a_well 
defined point. If it is necessary to pay for Indian 
improvements, the name of the locatee should be stated 
and a sufficient description of the boundaries of the 
land given. I shall be pleased if you will take this 
matter up with the Agent at once, as it is proposed to 
proceed with the building at an early date. 


This school will be conducted under the auspices 
of the United Church of Canada, as the Department under- 
stands that this Band are members of that Church. The 
Church authorities are considering the transfer of Miss 
Earl from her present position as teacher of the Kispiox 
Indian Day School to take charge of the Campbell River 
School when it is ready for occupation. 


Regarding plans and specifications for the new 
r school building, you will be later advised.

As it is understood that Mr. 2.¢,. Newnham, Acting 
Indian Agent at Alert Bay, Kwawkewlth Indian Agency, B.C., has 
recantly written to the Department as well as having discussed 
with Doctor McGill the proposal to reyair and put into use an 
old Indim house at Campbell River Reserve for Indian Day School 
purposes, I have the honor to transmit herewith a letter dated July 
27th, 1931, addressed to the late Commissioner Ditechburn by 
Captain @. HN. Barry, District Inspector of Indian Schools for 
British Columbia, in which he advocated the construction of a 
small building for which he had obtained plans and specifications. 
Such a building would cost in the neighborhood of one thousand 
dollars. 


A school of this type was constructed by the Depart- 
ment on the Tsartliv Reserve, Cowichan Agency, at a cost of about 
$1300.00 and is most Satisfactory in every way in meeting the 
needs of a small community having approximately twenty pupils. 


I would recommend that the Department erect a slightly 
larger substantial new school on the Campbell River Reserve at a 
cost of about $1500.00 for the accommodation of approximately 
twenty-five (25) children. This Inspector Barry and I consider 
preferable to spending money on the repair of an old Indian house 
which we do not own and which might easily become a bone of 
contention later on through some whim or fancy of the Indian owner. 


I would advocate the acquisition ¢ ita} 
Site from the Band, if possible, for the purposes of the school. 
It may be possible, by negotiation, to acquire such a site at a 
reasonable price. If not, the Department could either expropriate 
@ suitable site in the reserve or have tha children sent toa 
residential school as an alternative in the event of any diffi- 
culty arising which is not at present foreseen.

In my opinion, a copy of the Notice of Shipment 
should be forwarded to this office so that we could have a 
record of what has been supplied direct from Ottawa.

As we had made arrange- 
ments with the oil company to obtein necessary stove oil, and 
as it was necessary to give them an immediate reply without 
forwarding it to Ottawa or the Commissioner's Office, I instructed 
them to supply this stove end have it installed in the Campbell 
River Indian Day School; as they were without heat due to the old 


stove having collapsed. 


I attach hereto voucher #553 covering this purchase and 


recommend that it be paid, I might add this stove is of the 
larger type required for a school and is giving perfect satisfaction, 


Indian Agent.
